estimated at approximately $30,000. 

Damage was confined to the rows of. 
matshed, homes built on stone’ piles .in 
the creeks facing the main atreet on the 


mainland ‘of’ Lantaix’ Buildings in ‘the | 


main’ street sre more substantial, and 
this part of the village is separated from 
the island (where the five occurred) by a 
stretch of water. 100 yarda wide. .  * 
. The. alarm was"-raised about seven 
o’clock.on Thursday ‘evening and the 
highly infldmmable matsheds were soon 
wblaze and the flames: spread to the ad- 
joining creeks and finally, only one row 
was saved. .-
